The Illinois Public Utilities 

Gomimission ‘has just enunciated a 
policy in regard te public. utili- 
ties which is so far in advance 
of the position heretofore taken 
by similar commissions that its 
future application will be watch- 
ed with interest by corporations. 
The policy was brought out in 
connection with the recent grant 
of authority to the Lake Shore 
System to merge with the New 
York Central. In substance. the 
commission declares that’ it’ does 
not “disapprove of mergers or con- 
solidation of publie service cor- 
porations: in Ilinois where the 
game can ‘be effeeted ‘without 
violation of some positive law. 

Commissioner Owen P. Thomp- 
son, a friend of W. J. Bryan, pre- 
pared the opinion, which was 
concurred in unanimously by the 
other commissioners. 

Among other things the opinion

He is an American citizen, 
and as such would be liable, if found 
guilty of violating this country’s 
neutrality, to a fine and imprison- 
ment. As consul of Turkey the civil 
laws could not reach him, but the fed- 
eral government could proceed eith- 
er by criminal process or diplo- 
matic methods to effect punishment.
